Cheyenne, Wyo,—The government's 
suit for cancellation of the ‘Teapot 
Dome naval cil reserve lease to the 
Sinclair off interests was called in 
the United States court Monday morn- 
ing. 

The government bluntly charged 
that Harry F, Sinclair, head of the 
great oil interests bearing his name, 
end ex-Secretary of the Interior Al- 
bert B. Fall were conspirators in one 
of the greatest frauds ever practiced 
on the government, It was asserted 
that the’‘Teapot Dome was secretly 
and fraudulently transferred to Sin- 
¢latr’s. control, the consideration be- 
ing a fortune in Liberty bonds, the 
} total value of which the government 
will allege exceeded $233,000. 

Coincident with the beginning of the 
trial it was admitted by representa- 
tives of the Standard Oil company of 
Indiana that Colonel Robert W. Stew- 
art, chairman of the board of that 
company, is now outside the jurisdic- 
tion cf the American courts. It waa 
announced that he is somewhere on 
the Atlantic, bound either for Mexico 
or for South America. ;

Highlights of President's 
Inaugural Address | 


News of Interest to All 


1. Already we have séfficiently 
rearranged our domestic affiars so 
that confidence has returned, ‘busi- 
ness has revived, and we appear to 
be entering an era of prosperity 
which is gradually reaching into 
every part of the nation. 

2. Our country represents noth- 
ing but peaceful intentions toward 
all the earth, but ft. ought not to 
fail to maintain such a military 
force as comports with the dignity 
and security of a great people. It 
ought to be a balanced foree, in- 
tensely modern, capable of defense 
by sea-and land, beneath the sur- 
face and in the air. But it should 
be so conducted that all the world 
may sée in ft, not a menace, but 
an instrument of security and 
peace. 

38. We have never practiced the 
policy of competitive armaments, 
We have recently committed our- 
selves by covenants with the other 
great nations to a limitation of our 
sea power. As one result of this, 
our navy ranks larger, in compar- 
ison, than it ever did before. 

4. ‘Where great principles are 
involved, where great movements 
are under way which promise much 
for the welfare of humanity by 
reason of the very fact that many 
other nations have given such 
movements their actual support, 
we ought not to withhold our own 
sanction because of any small and 
inessential difference. 

5. We have never any wish to 
interfere in the political conditions 
of any other countries. Especially 
are we determined not to become 
implicated in the political contro- 
versies of the Old World. 

6. There is no salvation in a 
narrow and bigoted partisanship. 
But if there is to be responsible 
party government, the party label | 
must be something more than a 
mere device for securing office. 
Unless those who are elected under 
the same party designation are 
willing to assume sufficient réspon- 
sibility and exhibit sufficient loy- 
alty and coherence .. . .the 
election is merely a mockery 
|. . and there is no representation 
of the popular will. 

7. No matter what others may 
want, these people want a drastic 
economy, They know that ex- 
travagance lengthens the hours and 
diminishes the rewards of their 
labor. I favor the policy of econ- 
omy, not because I wish to save 
mioney, but because I wish to save 
people. 

8 We do not any longer need 
war-time revenues. The collection 
of any taxes which are not abso- 
lutely required, which do not be- 
yond reasonable doubt contributa 
to the public welfare, is only a 
species of legalized larceny. 

9. Those who disregard ‘the 
rules of scciety are not exhibiting 
a superior intelligence, are not pro- 
moting freedom and independence 

. . but are displaying the 
traits of ignorance, of servitude, of 
savagery, and treading the way that 
leads back to the jungle. 

10. America seeks no earthly 
empire built on blood and force. 
No ambition, no temptation lures 
her to thought of foreign domin- 
ions. The legions which she sends 
forth are armed, not with the sword 
but with the cross. The higher state 
to which she seeks the allegiance 
of all mankind is not of human, 
but of divine origin. She cherishes 
no purpose save to merit the favor 
of Almighty God.

Turlock.—At the risk of his own 
life, Andrew Young, fireman, plunged 
again and again into the burning 
shops of the Turlock Irrigation dis- 
trict and carried out of reach of the 
flames many boxes of dynamite and 
aveyted an explosion that would hays 
leveled a large part of the town ana 
cost many lives. But on the last trip 
into the building, a can of gasoline 
which he was carrying out exploded 
and he fell in a sheet of flame. Other 
firemen saved his life, beating out the 
fire with coats and blankets. 

But for Young's nervy work the 
newer and finer part of Turlock would 
have been wiped out. Many protests
